Things you Ought to Know 

V. McGILL AEMS. 

Has there ever been a student pass 
through the halls of McGill University 
who did not, sooner or later, ask himself 
the probable history and significance of 
our University Arms? We believe that 
few of these students have had their 
laudable curiosity satisfied. 

We have all been perplexed, no doubt, 
vhen we cast our eyes upon the great 
variety of banners and arms adorning 
our halls and libraries. 

We naturally wonder, among other 
things, whether the three birds dis- 
played there are crows, pigeons, or 
sparrows? Whether they should have 
feet or be without them? What their 
significance might be in connection with 
a university? 

On one banner, which is usually dis- 
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piayed Theatre Nights and on other 
special occasions, the birds resembled 
three very leggy fowls with splayed feet 
zoologically approaching a cross between 
a white Dorking hen and a tame duck. 
However, the object of this article is 
not criticism; but the statement of a 
few interesting facts. 

The arms of a university is the 
symbol of all the traditional and varied 
experiences of a college life. In after 
years the sight of them will conjure up 
memories of old associations and 
aspirations. Why not know something 
of their origin and meaning to those 
\^ho chose them? We have taken so 
much pleasure in gathering for our own 
satisfaction the following information, 
that we have decided to give it to the 
' ' Outlook. 9 9 

We believe that it is authentic, as it 
is gathered from various reliable sources, 
among which we would mention Dean 
Moyse, Dr. Adami, Prof. Xobbs; also 
from Burke 's Encyclopedia of Heraldry. 

McGill University has never officially 
registered the arms she has been using, 
i.e., they have never been recorded in 
the Heralds 9 College at London. 

The description or history of the 
arms has not been placed in any of our 
college literature, easily accessible to the 
student. This accounts, no doubt, for the 
vague ideas regarding their proper form. 

In an article by Dr. Adami in the 
McGill Magazine, December, 1902, the 
writer points out the fact that there is 
nothing in our arms to indicate that we 
are a university; and he suggests several 
changes. 

Recently a committee was appointed 
to consider the matter that we might 
have appropriate arms duly registered. 
They have practically, although not 
positively, chosen a modification of the 
old arms. 

Let us first consider the old arms. 
The armorial bearings as used by the 
university in the past may be said to 
consist of three factors: — 
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1. The family arms of its founder — 
James McGill. 

This surmounted by a crown. 

3. The University Motto — 4 4 Grandes- 
cunt Aucta Lahore. 99 

The following blazon or description 
of the arms of James McGill is taken 
from Burke 's Heraldry: — 

1 4 Gules, three martlets argent. 
Crest, a martlet argent. 
Motto: 4 In Domino Confido. 9 " 

This description is very comprehen- 
sive, as all heraldic description must be. 

Because we Canadians are very demo- 
ciatic, and not much versed in the 
aristocratic and dilettante pursuit of 
heraldry, and that we might better 
understand the above, it might be well 
to give a few details regarding heraldic 
description; especially as there seems to 
be of late a noticeable revival of interest 
in heraldry throughout America. 
Families and corporations are looking 
dp their arms. 

In blazoning a coat of arms the first 
tiling is to mention the 4 i field, ' ? i.e., the 
tincture, whether gules, argent, etc. 

Second: — To describe in as few words 
as possible the 4 4 charges' ' to be laid 
immediately upon the field. 

Third : — The principal ' * ordinary 9 1 
with its peculiarities of form and 
tincture, if any. 

Further: — Gules means red, and, of 
course, argent silver. 

A "martlet" in heraldry is defined 
as "a bird resembling a swallow, with 
thighs, but no visible legs and feet; 
there is usually two triparted stumps to 
indicate the place of the legs." The 
ancients considered the swallow as 
always on the wing, consequently in no 
need of feet. 

James HeGill'fl family arms would 
then read in popular language: — 

< i A red shield on which are three 
Silver martlets, or swallows, without 
visible feet, but may have triparted 
thighs, or breeches as they are called. 
Motto: 'In "Domino Confido. 9 99 



The term 4 4 crest' ' applies only to a 
single silver martlet, which is often used 
apart from the arms, or if in conjunc- 
tion, it is placed above the arms. 

This description given us by Burke 
certainly puts to flight our black 
crows with their splayed feet. It gives 
us much prettier bearings and more in 
keeping w T ith our college colors. 

Now as to the second and third fac- 
tors of the old arms, viz., crown and 
motto, it is not known exactly when 
or why the former was added to the 
arms of McGill; but in reading the 
annual university lecture upon the con- 
stitution of McGill, by Sir William 
Dawson, in 1899, we note the follow- 
ing:— 

4 4 Turning now to the constitution as 
it exists under the royal charter, the 
first fact which meets us is that the 
supreme authority in the university re- 
mains in the hands of the Crown, and 
is exercised by His Excellency the 
Governor-General as visitor. This I re- 
gard as a special and important feature 
of our constitution. It gives us an im- 
perial character, and removes us at once 
from any merely local or party influence, 
while it secures to us the patronage of 
tiie head of our political system. 

1 i One fact is settled by these provisions 
of our charter, namely, that for us there 
can be no question of change of alle- 
giance, for whatever political changes 
may occur, we have nailed our colours to 
the mast; the Crown must continue to 
be the crest of the McGill arms, and 
the only appropriate flag to float over 
that emblem is the flag of the British 
Empire. 7 9 

The university motto; 4 4 Grandescunt 
Aucta Labore" was chosen by Sir 
William Dawson. It may be of interest 
tc note that these words are taken from 
the end of a verse in Lucretius, and 
translated literally would, of course, be: 
4 1 Things increased by toil — grow. 9 9 Any- 
one who has read of the early struggles

of our university is impressed with the 
appropriateness of her motto. 

Being an English school in a French 
province she has had her own peculiar 
struggles, such as were unknown to some 
of her sister colleges, e.g., Toronto, 
whose motto "Velut Arbor Aevo, ' ' taken 
from Horace, is equally appropriate for 
her, situated as she is in the centre of 
a thrifty English province. It is only 
natural that her growth should be 1 ' like 
a tree. 99 

The new arms: — We are told that 
the college corporation has practically 
decided upon a change in the old arms. 
They are now in correspondence with 
the Heralds 9 College, London, regarding 
the matter, and while the blazon of the 
new arms is not positively settled, it 
will in all probability read as follows: — 
"Argent, three martlets gules; on a 
chief dancette of the second, between 
two coronets of the field, a book proper, 
bearing the legend: "In Domino 
Confido. 9 9 

Motto: "Grandescunt Aucta La- 
bore. ' 9 

In heraldic terms a "chief" means 
an ordinary occupying about one-third 
of the shield from the top downward. 

" Dancette' 9 means a line of parti- 
tion. 

1 1 Of the second ' ' refers to second 
color mentioned, viz., gules. In heraldry 
a color is never mentioned twice if it enn 
be avoided. 

"Of the field' 7 refers to color of the 
coronets, viz., same as the field, hence 
argent. 



"Book proper 99 : — Black and white. 

The coronets are like those worn by 
the Plantagenets — common both to 
England and France. 

In popular language then the new 
arms would be:— "A silver shield on 
which are three red martlets. The upper 
third of the shield is to be red and 
divided from the lower two-thirds by 
the dancette, the three points of which 
has reference to the three parts of our 
Mount Royal. On the chief, a book in 
black and white, between two coronets,, 
which according to above should be 
white, but may be gold; and then the 
legend and motto." 

Such arms would be very suggestive 
indeed — more so than the old arms; but 
judging from the new pins and stamped 
pillow r -covers on sale in some of our city 
stores we do not think the new arms as 
neat and attractive as the old would be 
with their proper colors and proportions. 
We think it wise to add the book or 
something to give the arms a university 
idea; but it should be done in such a 
manner as to enhance the appearance of 
the arms, in toto, rather than detract 
from them. We admit that stamping a 
pillow or a college pin does not afford 
the most favorable means of bringing 
out the good points of the arms; yet 
comparing the new and the old arms 
under like conditions, the old one is more 
attractive. Might we suggest that the 
scroll of the old arms be added to the 
new, instead of the plain band about 
the margin.

The Historical Society 

On the night of Thursday, November 
80, the whole subject of Municipal 
Government in England was discussed 
a' the Historical Society. The history 
of the rise and evolution of civic insti- 
tutions was traced from their inception 
to the present day. President Mundie 
called upon Mr. R. W. Ellis to read the 
first paper, in which the Guild Merchant 
was described. That this body which 
later became so important in town 
government did not exist prior to the 
Norman Conquest seemed clear. It 
giew with the growth of trade conse- 
quent upon the intimate connection that 
the towns of England came to have with 
tW continental centres of trade. Mr. 
Ellis showed how the Guild Merchant, 
once something like the Board of Trade 
of a town, increased in influence until 
it became a part of the civic constitu- 
tion, and finally merged in the municipal 
organism itself. 

Mr. Otto Marcuse in the second paper 
took up the development of the same 
theme in his paper— The Municipal 
Corporations Act. For this measure Mr. 
Marcuse claimed nearly as much impor- 
tance as is generally ascribed to the 
great Reform Bill of 1832. The condi- 
tions of local government in England 
underwent a complete change as a conse- 
quence of this act. The introduction of 
the bill by Lord John Russell in the 
Commons, and the support given it by 
the Conservative leader, Sir Robert 
Peel, were dwelt upon. Much to the 
disappointment of those who had worked 
so hard for the bill the Lords made 
several amendments. After being recast 
and again amended it finally became law 
in 1835. 



As a result of the Municipal Cor- 
porations Act, a highly organized muni- 
cipality like that of London became pos- 
sible. Mr. S. Kirsch dealt with the main 
features of the London County Council 
and its work. The chaotic and entirely 
unsatisfactory condition of affairs prior 
to 1835 was noticed. The County Coun- 
cil had changed all this and a municipal 
government having the widest powers 
undertook the management of the metro- 
polis. So extensive are the powers of 
this body that Mr. Kirsch referred to it 
as a local parliament. The activity of the 
Council, the despatch with which busi- 
ness was got through, the progressive 
character of its measures, drew from the 
reader considerable praise of its methods. 
The cleanness of administration and the 
efficiency of management of the London 
County Council seemed to be well above 
the standard usually attained on this 
continent. 

The President then threw the meeting 
open for discussion, and before the 
adjournment several questions which had 
a bearing upon the subject were asked 
by members.

Medical Notes 

Of all the subjects engaging the in- 
terest of medical students at the present 
time, the movement to make the Roddick 
Bill operative in Canada is paramount. 
Not only does the above statement 
apply to McGill, but Queen's, Toronto, 
and London medical men are also 
actively in line. These other colleges 
naturally look to McGill men to take the 
initiative, as we are in immediate con- 
tact with the motive power of this legis- 
lation in the person of our worthy Dean.

Hence it behooves us to throw into it 
all the energy which we can utilize, and 
that immediately, as all things seem ripe 
lor its consummation. 

Mr. Fred. Monroe, our representative 
for Toronto 's medical function a week 
ago last Friday, did valiant service for 
the cause while in Toronto. From Fri- 
day forenoon till Saturday at 10 a.m. 
he worked tooth and nail on securing 
the expression of sympathy from the 
Toronto Meds. To the number of 575 
out of a possible 625 they declared them- 
selves favourable. These men signed a 
petition, which, with similar instruments 
from Queen's and McGill, the repre- 
sentatives of the three colleges pre- 
sented to Dr. R. A. Pyne, Minister of 
Education for Ontario, and Secretary of 
\\\<< Ontario Medical Council. In re- 
sponse to their representations Dr. Pyne 
said that he was entirely in favour of 
reciprocity among the provinces of 
Canada, but not of such relations with 
Great Britain. His position thus looks 
very hopeful for our cause, and now it 
is our first duty to see that the Educa- 
tional Committee of the Ontario Legis- 
lature put a Bill calling for concurrent 
legislation with the Roddick measure on 
their programme for tin 1 coming session, 
an<l thereafter we must endeavour to 
have such a Bill passed. All this means 
the use of every legitimate 'form of in- 
fluence with the members of the Educa- 
tional Committee, and later with the 
members of the Ontario Assembly. The 
Secretary of our Committee, Mr. G. X. 
McNaughton, '06, has written for the 
names of the Educational Committee. If 
any student knows of any influence that 
may be brought to bear on any of these

men, it would be a favour to the Com- 
mittee to let Mr. McNaughton know 
of it. 

A similar plan of campaign has been 
adopted for British Columbia, into 
which territory we intend also to carry 
the war. 

At the meeting of the Roddick Bill 
Committee, held last Wednesday, p.m., 
Messrs. McNaughton, F. Munroe, and J. 
D. Hunter were appointed a sub-commit- 
tee to prepare a statement of the whole 
situation for the various large news- 
papers of the two provinces mentioned. 

The matter of electing a chairman 
for the General Committee re Dr. F.

Y. W. C. A. 

The large number of members and 
friends present at the meeting on 
November 30, had the great pleasure of 
hearing Miss Una Saunders, the Secre- 
tary of the Student Volunteer Move- 
ment. Miss Kankin, travelling secretary 
of College Y. W. C. Association of 
Canada, took the chair. Miss Saunders 
gave us glimpses of meetings at the 
Zeiss Conference of the Student Volun- 
teer Confederation about six months 
ago, where there were representatives 
from the colleges of thirty different 
nations, and explained how this work 
for the furtherance of the missionary 
cause among college students had origi- 
nated during a conference of students 
at Northfield about 20 years ago. Ten 
years ago these student movements 
joined in a Conference representing five 
nations. Previous to that time 960 mis- 
sionaries had been sent to the foreign 
field through its work; in the last ten 
years 3,800 have gone from Great Bri- 
tain and America (including Canada) 
alone. 

After speaking of the opposition to 
Christian progress among the women of 
the German universities, Miss Saunders 
passed to college work in India. Here 
there are three classes of girls, the 
Eurasians, Parsees, and daughters of 
Christian Hindus. The Eurasians, many 
of whom are only nominal Christians, 
prove a great hindrance to missionary 
work; the Parsees are turning in large 
numbers to Theosophy, which does not 
separate them from their own people. 
But perhaps the Hindus are exposed 
to the greatest temptations in that they 
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come from the quietness of very secluded 
homes to large cities to work in college 
among men who have no respect for 
women. In many of the Indian cities, 
( hostels where girls may reside have been 
elected to supply the much needed 
rooms. The secretary of the one in 
Bombay is supported by the students of 
Australia. In a sketch of her visit to 
the Transvaal immediately after the 
close of the late war, Miss Saunders 
told of a rather amusing Dutch-English 
meeting in one of the towns there. 

She then explained a few facts about 
the great S. V. M. Conferences held 
e\ery four years. \\V have the privi- 
lege of sending two delegates to t he 
coming one to be held at Nashville, 
Tenn., next February. 

Miss Saunders closed by drawing 
attention to the watchword of the move- 
ment — the evangelization of the world 
in this generation. At first such an 
aim seems preposterous, but after all, 
who else could do it? Certainly not the 
generations that have gone, nor the 
future generations into whose hands the 
work will not fall until the millions 
now on the earth have passed away; so 
that it is to the present only that such 
an opportunity is possible.

Intercollegiate Debate 

McGILL DEFEATS TORONTO IN 
DEBATE. 

Toronto out of the running for the 
< hampionship, which she has held 
for three years. 

On December 1st, in Wycliffe Hall, 
Toronto, the first of the Inter-University 
Debates for this session, was held, and 
resulted in the judges > unanimous de- 
cision for McGill. The subject was, 
resolved: "That the decision of the 
House of Lords in the Scottish Church 
case of August, 1904, is unjustifiable. 9 ' 
The affirmative was supported by 



Messrs. EL B. Pickup and H. M. Paulin, 
for Toronto, and the negative by 
Messrs. Geo. V. Cousins and K. L. 
Calder, B.A. Twenty-five minutes were 
allowed to each speaker, and seven 
minutes to the affirmative for reply. 

Mr. Pickup led for Toronto. His 
argument was as follows: — 

lstly. The Free Church in its union 
with the United Presbyterians, in 1900, 
had preserved its original identity. 

2ttdly. The conditions in Scotland in 
1900 warranted the union. 

3rdly. The union was legal. 

Mr. Pickup is a very fluent speaker, 
but unfortunately based his argument on 
the claim that the decision was 
inexpedient. 

Mr. Geo. V. Cousins led for the 
negative. The decision, he claimed, was 
a legal one, as the Lords was acting in 
itfi judicial capacity. If the negative 
could prove that the decision was justifi- 
able in law, then their case would be 
^on. 

Mr. Cousins then quoted at length the 
law on the subject, showing that if an 
original principle of the Free Church 
had been altered then the decision was 
l^gal. 

Quoting from ten documents, he then 
proved that the establishment principle 
had been a principle of the original 
Free Church, and later demonstrated 
that that doctrine had been abandoned 
in 1900. This change, he proved, was 
never contemplated by the founders of 
the trust, and, therefore, a breach of 
trust had been committed. 

Mr. Paulin replied for the affirmative. 
He attacked Mr. Cousins' arguments, and 
also advanced the argument that it was 
within the power of the Free Church 
to alter its doctrine at will. He based 
this claim on the Westminster Con- 
fession, the Second Book of Discipline, 
the Barrier Act, and the Model Trust 
"Deed. Mr. Paulin 's address was 
warmly applauded by the audience. 

Mr. Calder replied for McGill. He 
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quoted from all the documents cited by 
the previous speaker, showing that the 
cliuivn could not vary its doctrines, 
though it might make alterations in its 
government and discipline. Further, 
he urged, the affirmative had failed 
entirely to show that the founders of 
the trust had any intention that the 
establishment principle should be 
altered, and that, therefore, by its 
alteration in 1900, a breach of trust had 
been committed. 

Mr. Pickup replied (seven minutes) 
Cor the affirmative. 

The judges, Mr. Jas. Bain, D.C.L. ; 
Prof. Duckworth, and J. E. Atkinson, 
Ksq., then adjourned. During their 
absence some musical selections were 
tastefully rendered. 

Prof. Duckworth then announced that 
the decision of the judges was unani- 
mous, awarding the debate to McGill. 

After the debate, the McGill debaters 
were tendered a dinner at the King 
Edward Hotel. A small toast list was 
run through, and two o'clock a.m. ended 
a very pleasant evening. 

Owing to this victory, McGill will 
debate the winner of the Queen's vs. 
Ottawa debate in Montreal, on January 
26th. This debate will be the final 
one.

ScienceUnderg'raduatesSociety 

The first meeting of the Applied 
Science Society under the new constitu- 
tion was held on Wednesday evening, 
November 29th, in the Physics Build- 
ing. There was a very large turn out, 
the lecture theatre being well filled. 

Principal Peterson occupied the chair, 
and after reading a letter from Dean 
Bovey regretting his unavoidable ab- 
sence, he introduced the speaker of the 
evening, Mr. Creelman, Solicitor to the 
C. P. K., who had chosen as his sub- 
ject, " Railway Law. " 



In view of the recent establishment of 
the Kailway Transportation Course at 
McGill, the subject was a most timely 
one. Mr. Creelman explained how 
necessary a knowledge of the subject 
would prove to be for the transportation 
student to keep him clear of legal pec- 
cadilloes when he became a switchman 
or stoker. Then he told of the vast 
number of volumes comprising the 
legislation, which has during the last 
fifty years been compiled in Canada for 
the protection alike of railway men and 
the public. The importance of the 
Canadian Kailway Commission, ' t the 
most influential body of its kind in the 
world" Mr. Creelman declared — was 
discussed at some length. 

Principal Peterson and Mr. J. M. 
Forbes, '06, President of the Society, 
followed Mr. Creelman in emphasizing 
the importance of the subject and the 
prospects of the new Transportation 
Course. The Principal stated that, 
judging from the amount of cor- 
respondence he had received, he was 
assured of hundreds of transportation 
students in the near future.

Delta Sigma Society 

On Friday, December 1st, the Delta 
Sigma Society enjoyed a privilege which 
they keenly appreciated, in hearing Miss 
Cameron give a talk on Carlyle, with 
special reference to the nature of the 
influence he exerted. Carlyle had a 
wonderful prestige over the young people 
of his time — in their eyes, whatever he 
snid was great, and they regarded him 
a? an indisputable philosopher. 

When we consider his philosophy, it is 
not very clearly outlined — he should be 
classed among the mystical philosophers. 
* 1 Sartor Resartus," one of his chief 
works, in which we find a thread of 
autobiography and a history of the 
author's mental struggle, embodies in an 
uncommon form a great deal of German 
tianscendental philosophy. He produced 
altfo excellent pieces of criticism, e.g.m., 
Burns, Scott, Goethe. These have none 
of the peculiarities of style we meet 
with later. His "History of the French 
Revolution" is the most vivid and 
dramatic presentation and the most 
realistic account we have in England of 
the Revolution. 

What Carlyle insisted on above all is 
that the one thing which a man is bound 
to do, is to work; not in the hope of a 
reward, for it does not matter if he 
thereby secures happiness or not. And 
there must be no hesitation ; let a man 
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do the first thing he finds, and that will 
inevitably lead him to something else. 
This is certainly what Carlyle himself 
did. 

His influence rests far less in the 
realm of literature than in the moral 
world. Though his star is now rather 
on the wane, it was his stimulating 
foree which led to a regeneration among 
students, writers, and the public mind 
as a whole.
